THE TREES OF ALBERTA 


Instructive Reports of Messrs Wheele! 
and Dennis. The importance of 
Protecting Our Forests. 


This tract, extending from the Bow 
river to the {9th parallel, has been 
recently eet awide as a \¢mber reserve, 
and as the department in conjunction 
with the government of the North 
Weat Territories, i expending con- 
siderable money in establishing 4 
system of irrigetion for the . semi- 
arid tract ast of these bills, itis a 
matter of the umost importance to 
the success of the undertaking that 

— the forest covering ong the valleys 
“of the streams from whieh the water 
fe taken should vot be demroyed, 
otherwise there wilh be distr us 
floods followed by equally destructive 


droughts 
The charter of the timber In this 
part together with observations as 


to the necessity of preserving it from 
destruction are dealt with in the 


reports oe Irrigation by Mr. J. ms 


nis, chief inspector, and Mr 
Wheeler, D.L.S., surveyor in charge. 
Mr. Dennis says: 


“Tt ts very necessary that some in- 
mediate steps should be taken 4 
reserve the went forest areas in 
the hills, so that the run-off therr 

may not take the form of flooda or 
sudden hete an 't is eure to do 
if theee as are denuded of timber, 
The im new 34 of preserving our 
present forest arenes on the water- 
sheds of the artd regions haa been 
referred to In past trrication reports, 
and the matter will be more fully 
dealt with further on In these pages.” 


Mr Wheeler gays tn his report in 
4897 - ’ 
“Refore closing thin feport§ it is 


desired to wake a slight reference 
to the timber In the foot-hills region 
covered by the operations of the 
division. The species are few tn 
number und thetr distribution marked 
very distinct boundartes. Is the 
outer bille, at a comparatively low 
elevation, the common rapen or white 
poplar, the balsam poplar or balm of 
Gilead, the white spruce (Picea alba) 
and pevers! kinds of willow are found 
slong the valievs of the streams 
and their tributary watercourses, 
With tho exception of the spruce, 
which only grows where moleture ts 
abundant. a eprivkling of the same 
species, hardly large enough to be 
called trees, is found on the s'opes 
and hill tone, mixed with stantine 
and fallen timber and dry pine of

ere@ more or lese thickly by scattered

the slopes are clad with thickets of 
black ecrub pine (Pinus murrayana;
